For years the numerical order has been fol- 
lowed so that this would be the eighty-first report, but 
the first year that the library was opened there were 
two reports, and the next year the report was called 
he third annual report. Now, in order to correct this 
error, I am calling this also the eightieth annual 
report, instead of the eighty-first. 


LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


a 


lo the Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


The vear 1932 was an extremely busy time for all 
libraries. ‘The circulation of our books was about 57,000 
over the 1931 issue, making by far the largest circula- 
tion ever recorded in our library, 704,640 books and 
periodicals... It was very noticeable that’ many people 
were asking for help on subjects connected with their 
particular industries. Very many who before had not 
the time for study used this occasion of enforced leisure 


to advantage. 


An interesting comment from one of our readers 
was made at the Delivery Desk where it was stated by 
this card-holder that she always “received service with 


a smile’’. 


At the Main Desk our Waiting List borrowers to the 
number of 5757 were notified by postal card. In most 
libraries the cost of notifying borrowers has been paid 
for by the card-holders, but in our library that charge 
has never been exacted. 


INGRAHAM HALL 


Its use as a reading room has been greatly in- 
creased. It is of extreme interest to think of the men 
of varied occupations who always find something to read 
on the shelves. 


The circulation from this room has increased during 


the year by several thousands, 
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REFERENCE ROOM 


There has been a great deal of activity in supplying 
sample Civil Service examinations on the subject of 
criminology, prison watchmen, and other positions, 
Many books were bought for people who made requests 
for books on subjects in which they were interested. 


Visitors to this room who asked for help seemed to 
be extremely cooperative and appreciative of the work 


done for them. 


Much material was received from the United States 
Bi-Centennial Commission. A list of books about Wash- 
ington was sent to one of the school principals; also 


books were put in the Reference Room for pupils’ use. 


_ One teacher asked to have books reserved for her 
pupils for a month in the Reference Room. These books 
were to show the vitamins and material contents of vege- 
tables. Books were reserved for the High School pupils 
studying for debates. Some interesting reference ques- 


tions asked during the year were as follows:

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ART ROOM 


A transfer of the picture collection from the South 
Branch has helped to round out our collection in the 
Main Library which now numbers more than 70,000. 


During the year exhibition in the display case con- 
sisted of a large and comprehensive collection of arrow- 
heads, nearly all of which were found in this immediate 
vicinity. These belonged to Mr. Ralph Metcalf. A col- 
lection of wood carvings was shown by Mr. F. James 
Bradley of Mattapoisett. 


There has been an increased interest in books on 
photography, coins, music, and handicrafts of all kinds. 
From this room have been served designers, club women, 
newspapers, window trimmers, landscape architects, cos- 
tume makers, and others who are trying to hold their 


present positions, or prepare for better ones. 


A notable gift was an oil painting of merit by Wil- 
liam Baylies, presented to the. library by Drone 


Stevens. 
LEGTURESHALL 


449 different meetings of classes, organizations, 
ete. have been held in the Lecture Hall and other rooms 
during 19382. 


GENEALOGICAL’ ROOM 


The work in the Genealogical Room was carried on 
as usual with a great many visitors from out of town in 
search of genealogical material. ‘The family coats-of- 
arms have been a rather popular subject, many of them 


having been copied directly from our books. 


An extremely beautiful addition of the “Sheffield, 
Daggett, and Allied Families,” has to be noted among 


. . \ 
the numerous gifts received by that room. 
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THE JUVENILE DEPARTMENT 


The Children’s Room has been very busy during 
the past year having had the largest circulation of books 
in the history of this department, over 70,000 books 


being given out. 


During the winter months 200 classes, and 30 subur- 
ban school rooms were supplied with books from our 
School Collection. 


Reference material is constantly called for and 
keeps the attendants. busy supplying ‘the children’s 


wants. 


Stereoscopes and pictures have been in great de- 


mand. 


Miss Wilcox, Children’s Librarian, says, “The trend 
of children’s reading has perceptibly changed from the 
fairy tale type of literature to that of the reader class 
of stories or stories of the everyday life of children. We 
hope to be sufficiently supplied with this kind of ma- 
terial for our younger readers in order to satisfy their 


demand. 


“During Book Week an unusual display of the new 
fall Juvenile books made the room most attractive to 
children and adults. ‘The yearly exhibit of remarkable 
posters, drawn and colored by pupils of the Junior High 
schools brought many enthusiastic visitors to our depart- 
ment. During the week book marks and book lists were 
distributed among the children. The Standard-Times co- 
operated with us in printing a book contest in the news- 
paper which the children greatly enjoyed. Book prizes 
were given by Hutchinson’s and the Whaler Book Shop 
to the winning boy and girl. A dictionary was a boy’s 


unusual choice. 
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“At Christmas-time the Children’s Room was one 
bright spot of color. ,A brilliantly lighted tree, and a 
snow-capped chimney accompanied by a very unusual 
red and white snow-man added to the effectiveness of 


the holiday decorations.” 


HOSPITAL 


The hospital service has been conducted on semi- 
weekly visits with its usual efficiency. 10,881 books and 
magazines were circulated in the public and _ private 
wards. A noticeable increase has been shown in the cir- 
culation among the public wards. The main _ surgical 
ward holds the highest record of-these wards with 2129 
books issued, while in the Hathaway No. 2 of the private 
wards 2944 were issued. The library books in the per- 
manent collection at the hospital number about 500 


copies. 


BRANCHES 


The work in the branches has progressed steadily 
during the year, the North Branch being very much 
handicapped-by its unfortunate position, probably nine- 
tenths of its readers coming from only two points, the 


north and the west. 


There have been two changes in the personnel in 
the South Branch; Miss Claire Riley, a graduate of Smith 
College, who had served as substitute very acceptably 
for a number of years, was appointed Head Librarian of 
the Branch; Miss Catherine Chase was elected as a 
librarian in the same branch. Miss Riley took the place 
of Miss Carolyn Akin, who resigned after a very suc- 
cessful service of ten years. Miss Chase was elected as 
a regular branch librarian after having substituted ac- 


ceptably in the branch and elsewhere. The circulation 
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in this branch has increased very greatly; the adult cir- 
culation from 1500 to 2500 more per month than in 
1981. Many, especially the Juvenile readers, exchange 
their books two or three times a week, or more fre- 


quently. 


The patrons of this branch greatly appreciate the 
advantage of a reserve list privilege lately accorded 
them. New books are being added constantly, among 
the most important of the year being sets of encyclo- 
paedias and reference books. The addition of non-fiction 
has greatly increased circulation. Guidance, especially 
in the choice of fiction, has been welcomed by users of 


the branch. 


The police have been very helpful in returning lost 


and overdue books. 


Recently story hour groups have been formed which 
hold meetings in the branch on Tuesdays and Saturdays. 
These study hours are conducted by Miss Riley and Miss 


‘Ledoux. 


Serap-books have been used which help in keeping 


the younger readers interested and quiet. 
A display case attracts much attention. 


At Christmas-time the South Branch librarians gave 
a Christmas celebration for 30 or more of the younger 
children which was wery well carried out, and greatly 
to the enjoyment of the children who took part in the 


exercises, 
GIFTS 


Several gifts of importance were placed on the walls 
of the Library. The Polish residents gave to the lib- 
rary, in commemoration of the services of their hero in 
the Revolutionary War, a bronze bust of Pulaski, Polish 


General. 


12\p FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The GUAR: placed upon the north staircase an ela- 
borate bronze tablet commemorating the services of the 
soldiers, sailors, and nurses who served in‘the Civil War. 
An address was made by George N. Alden, and the tab- 
let was accepted in behalf of the City by the Librarian, 
in the absence of the Mayor. 


A bell which was used’ on the British cruiser, Wis- 
teria, was deposited in the library by the British Day 
Society. This bell was on the Wistaria when she went 
out of commission, and was presented to the President 
and Members: of the British Day Society for their ex- 
treme hospitality to the officers and crew of the Wistaria 
on her visit to this port. 


Directories have been presented to the library by 
the Chamber of Commerce and the New England Tele- 


phone and Telegraph Company. 


Books have been presented frequently which have 
found an acceptable place on our shelves. 


Thanks are due to Mr. Murray, and Miss Mowatt 
his able assistant, for very frequent gifts of flowers 


which have decorated the main reading desk.

The Librarian has, as usual, spoken at various meet- 
ings—at a weekly meeting of the ministers in the Y. M. 


C. A. Building; an address at the Conference of the Old 
Dartmouth and Cape Cod Library Association in Fair- 
haven; and a talk on books at the Sherrill Club at St. 
Martin’s Church in this, city, etc., ete. 
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Book Talks have been carried on as usual in the 
early part of the year, and the interest in these talks 
seems to be growing, as a much larger average attend- 


ance was noticeable. 


Every year students in the Library Course at Sim- 
mons College come to this library for several days obser- 
vation of methods which they will find useful in their 


studies. 


Fineless week was held with some degree of success, 
many books being returned which had been long over- 


due. 


I cannot close this report without paying tribute to 
the work of the staff and the janitor service during the 
year. Despite the——— (I was going to use the word 
depression which is a prominent candidate for a position 
among the worst words in the language, but I will not 
mention it) and notwithstanding the drastic cuts which 
all departments have had to accept, I cannot but praise 
the attitude of the workers in the library in accepting 
graciously, and as a part of their duty in helping to bal- 
ance the budget, the financial sacrifices that city workers 
have had to face. ‘Their work through the year has been 


acceptable and worthy of great praise.
